Whatever may 
be said for or agafiist the use.of Italics 
they certainly reveal the water’s 
sense of relative Importance fn the 
thihgs he has written. He has 
selected woids and phrases, and has 
given them special prominence. As 
we note their significance we begin 
to know more of the man behind 
Hie words. His choice of emphasis 
tells us whst manner of man he is. 
Hts italics are either an index of his 
mental or moral character.

HISTORY OF THE WEST 

VALUABLE WESTERN DOCU¬ 
MENTS PLACEO IN ARCHIVES 

Professor Oliver of Saskatchewan 
University, Discovers Important 
Manuscripts, lAtilch Throw Inter- 
^ eating Light on the Early History cf 
the West. 

Ottawa. Ont.—The most valuable I 
Canadian historical documents which j 
have been discovered for years were 
collected this summer by Prof, Oliver, 
professor of bistory In Saskatchewan 
university Prof. Oliver,"who has 
been working at the archives for the 
government, has succeeded in locat¬ 
ing practically all the records of the , 
old Aselnibota council of Manitoba, 
which was the only government in 
the West, for years before Manitoba 
ntered confederation.- Most of 
these documents, it was supposed, 
were not in existence . « Some of these 
manuscripts were found by Prof. 
Oliver in Manitoba and borne in the 
archives at Ottawa. 

Hon. Dr. Roebe, secretary of state, 
under whose department the archive! 
now falls and who Is taking a, keen 
personal 'merest in collecting records 
of Canada's early history, thinks that 
these manuscripts will prove of ex¬ 
ceeding value to historians and be¬ 
lieves that they will throw fresh light 
on the early history of the west. Re 
bad a conference in regard to them 
with Dr. Doughty, deputy minister of 
the archives and Prof. Oliver Oliver 
and decid >d to publish the newly found 
documents in blue-book form so they 
will be available to all Interested in 
western Canadian history. 

We have less information I find, 
said Dr. Roche, in the archives in re¬ 
gard to the west than any other part 
of Canada. I want to secure ail data. 

. documents and manuscripts possible 
in regard to the early history of the 
west. Every year that passes makes 
it that much harder to secure. How¬ 
ever. the" minister/is not confining his 
efforts to the west alone and, with a 
view to etrengthening the hands of 
Dr. Doughty in securing original -ioc- 
uments on Canadian history he has 
enlarged the manuscript commission 
by .the addition of the following 
names: Arch-deacon Armitage. Nova 
'Scotia; ArcL-deacon Raymond, St, 
John, N B ; Hpn.‘ Thos. Chapais. 
Quebec; Prof. Grant, Queens unlver- 
slty and Sir Edmund Walker, Ontar¬ 
io; Prof Chester Martin, Mhnitoba 
university and R. E. Gosnell, British 
Columbia 

Dr. Roche js also considering the 
appointment ot a commission to go 
through ail the Ottawa departments 
in a search foi documents of histor¬ 
ical Interest which should be preserv¬ 
ed in the archives. At present no 
effort is made to save or preserve de¬ 
partmental documents and the depart¬ 
ments are.filled with old files, which 
may hold documents of almost price¬ 
less value. 

In Eng'and. said the doctor, after a 
certain number of years all papers go 
automatically to the archteves. I 
think it is a good plan and I will like 
>y recommend this system for Can¬ 
ada. i. 

"" Among the relics found were human 
bones shaped Into Instruments used 
by the Indians, probably b efore the 
advent of the white man"Tltttr JCtterica.

THE MARKET REPORT 

Weekly Grain Letter Supplied by 
Thompson, 8ons A Co-, Grain Mer¬ 
chants, Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, August 7.—Further de¬ 
preciation in the price of wheat fu¬ 
tures has marked the week. The 
leading markets of this continent 
showing declines of 2c. to 3c. for the 
September and October deliveries. 
The booming of the spring wheat crop 
in the North-western States apparent¬ 
ly has overshadowed all other con¬ 
ditions. It is now an acknowledged 
fact that the production will be a re¬ 
cord one and as cutting and harvest¬ 
ing is well under way except in the 
extreme northern portions of the ter¬ 
ritory. barring a wet harvest the crop 
Is now practically secure. This will 
be the first big crop they have had 
in several years and It Is only natural 
that prints should decline. Senti¬ 
ment has a great deal to do with the 
mpklng of wheat prices and for some 
time it hn been radically bearish. 
Short selling has been extremely pop¬ 
ular and the professional speculators 
are looking for still lower figures. It 
Is probable, however, that the aver¬ 
age of the crops price for the sea¬ 
son will not be far from the present 
level. There is no great supply of 
actual wheat in the different markets 
so that, there must be a large short 
Interest and a bad technical situation 
in the pits which with any adverse 
change wpuld result In sharp upturns. 
Canadian ,crop conditions have not 
changed. The weather the last few 
days has been unfavorable as rains 
have been general when warm, dry 
weather Is needed. Some of the 
prominent crop experts have been 
travelling over Manitoba and Saskat¬ 
chewan since Monday and reports 
bear out our views that only a mod¬ 
erate croh can be expected. Many 
fields In Manitoba are thin and un¬ 
even which will .bring down the aver¬ 
age to not more than laat year and, 
Saskatchewan Is expected to be under 
last year's production. Unless con¬ 
ditions soon take a .change fqr the 
better a great portion of this crofc will 
h n lat e and subject to frost damafee. 
Foreign markets have remained relat¬ 
ively strong in the face of the weak¬ 
ness on this side, and the same may 
be said about the United Kingdom 
and France. Statistical news has 
been bullish. World’s shipments 
show a sudden falling off being only 
7,392,000 bus. compared to 10.352,000 
bus. last week and 10,928,000 bus. 
last year. The European vlslblo 
supply shows a large decrease, br.iig- 
Ing'the total down to 68,944.000 bus. 
against 72 636,000 bu'B. last week and 
the derrease being 3,692,000 bus. Last 
Week theie was a decrease of ?28.0V» 
bus. and last year a decrease of 
100.000 bus., when the total was 71,1. 
400,000 bus. While the United 
States vicible stlpply has increased 
787,000 bus. for the past week it is 
leas than a quarter of what It In¬ 
creased a year ago. The total 
United States visible Is now 18,832- 
000 bus. as against 18.055,000 bns. 
laat week and 44 , 220,000 bus. a year 
ago. The Canadian visible has de¬ 
clined moderately but is still larger 
than last year, the percentage of mill¬ 
ing wheat-however is much less than 
what it was Ih 1911. if the defic¬ 
iency in the world’s crop Is maintained 
Ip the full report by the International 
Institute cf Agriculture there will be 
no great burden of wheat on the 
world's markets this season. With 


the large outturns In North, America 
this deficiency Is hardly likely, but 
'supplies both here and abroad are 
light and i. crop equal to last year the 
world over would leave no burden¬ 
some surpluc at the end of the crop 
year. There is every indication of 
a broad consumptive demand both in 
the- United States and Europe and 
present prices are on an internation¬ 
al leveL 

In tfie Winnipeg markets futures 
have been drugging lower In sym¬ 
pathy with Minneapolis and Chicago. 
It is worthy of notice however that 
for some time Winnipeg October has 
been selling higher than either Min¬ 
neapolis ov Chicago September wheat.

TRADE WITH NEW ZEALAND 

Commissioner Reports Island Colony 

Needs Many of Canada’s Products 

Ottawa.—The Canadian trade com¬ 
missioner In )iew Zealand, W. A. 
Heddbe. In a report Just received by 
the department of trade and com¬ 
merce, contributes some luteresting 
and important information with re 
gard to trade possibilities between 
Canada and New Zealand. For llie 
benefit of those who favor trade 
through Imperial channels It is shown 
that between the two countries there 
exists a reciprocal preferential tariff, 
adequate transportation facilities by 
subsidised steamers and a good de¬ 
mand far high-class Canadian natural 
and manufactured products. 

The commissioner states that there 
Is a particularly good demand for 
high class dairy cattle to Improve New 
Zealand herds, antf he asks for a list 
of exporters promising that good bus¬ 
iness will result. it is pointed out 
that during the year 1910, only' 96 
Canadian cattle were Imported, moat 
of these being from Ontario. For 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1912. 
Canada supplied only $35,000 worth 
of boots and shoes to New Zealand. 

Timber in the Island colony is also 
about exhausted and the commissioner 
thinks that a trade in lumber could 
be worked up with British Columbia. 

Last’ year more than one million 
dollars-worth of iron and steel fittings 
was used and of this quantity Canada 
secured but $25,000, notwithstanding 
our preference of 20 per chut ■ 

The commissioner is gratified to 
know that a new Industrial concern 
for tire manufacture of nails and wire 
will soon be instituted in Canada, and 
states that a large business may be 
established, providing the supplies are 
permanent. 

The exports of butter to Canada 
during the past season, the report 
states, have exceeded-all expectations. 
The report also notes that the arrival 
I In New Zealand of thirty men, claim¬ 
ing to be Canadian farmers. They 
stajed on arrival that the Canadian 
climate was too vigorous for them and 
they had decided to settle tfi" New 
Zealand.

: Ion here, and the people are anxious 
that no slur shall be cast on Aus¬ 
tralian hospitality, so tfiey are giv¬ 
ing the lads a splendid time. 

A Sydney dispatch states that the 
party of Canadllan Cadets came with 
so little announcement that their 
presence was not realized until some 
little soreness had arisen at the sup¬ 
pressed lack of Interest In their visit 
visit.

Most of the men who came 
to Canada -rith Inspector West have 
seen regular army service, and some 
of them brought their discharges in 
order to come to Canada.

On this particular Sabbath He was 
asked to read, and there was given "" 
Him the roll or book of the prophet 
Isaiah. Finding the place known 
to us as chapter Ixi, He read Just a 
few sentences and closed the book 
or i;oll and gave It again to the min¬ 
ister and sat down. With what ex¬ 
pression He must have read! It 
was shrely according to Neh. vili, 8, 
He read distinctly and gave the 
sense, and now, having taken His 
seat. He was shout to cause them to 
hear. He was about to cause them 
to understand the reading. We do 
not wonder that the eyes of all in the 
synagogue were fastened on Him 
'(verse 20). for if this was His first 
reading It was the first tine they had 
ever heard the Son of God read from 
His own book. How wonderful and 
startling were th» yjords He uttered.

One 
pound of digestible protein - to six 
pounds of digestible carbohydrates and 
fata la considered about right 
Alfalfa la one of God's greatest gifts 
to the dairyman. For feeding value It 
cornea nearer to grain than to hay;- 
With plenty of corn silage and alfalfa 
bay very little grain la needed to keep 
up a good milk Mow. One ton of choice 
alfalfa bay Is said to equal one ton of 
wheat trmn In food value. 

Clover hay Is one of tbe easiest erops 
on our land. Is excellent In food valuo 
as a milk producer and 4 good food 
to give well flavored milk and butter. 
Any objectionable flavor found In rank 
clover pasture Is overcome In tbe well 
cured hay. Next to clover mlgbt be 
placed bay made of peas and oats. 

To have prime oat straw for feeding 
It is wise to cut tbe oats a little 00 the 
green aide. 

Nothing will prove more profitable 
than a patch of sweet corn for fall 
feeding for tbe cows. Plant It early 
fb a convenient piece. Plant thinly 
so ak to have good strong com. Sugar 
cane or common field corn also makes 
good autumn feed. 

Into every hundred pounds of milk 
tbe cow puts eighty-seven pounds of 
water. A cow to keepup a heavy 
milk flow must have all tbe clean, pure 
water she can drink. The average 
milking cow will take from eighty to 
a hundred pounds of water per day. 
We should' Induce tbe cow to <lrlnk 
plenty. Tbe Ideal way Is to have wa¬ 
ter always before her. If this la not 
convenient she should get water twice 
a day.
